- Wilful Waste of Food 


Canada Food Board Will Deal Se- 
verely With Offenders 


Wilful waste of any food or food 
products or waste resulting from 
carelessness or from imperfect stor- 
age facilities, has been made illegal 
and subject to penalties by order of 
the Canada food board. By the 
terms of this order, responsibility is 
laid upon private citizens to cee that 
no food is lost by being kept too 
long or kept in improper conditions. 
If a private citizen has reason to be- 
licve that a cold storage warchouse, 
store, restaurant or hotel is wasting 
food in any way, he las now the op- 
portunity of making a complaint to 
the municipal authorities with — the 
knowledge that the law is behind 
him. Ata time like this, when food 
is so scarce in the world and so high 
in price even in Canada where com- 
parative abundance still prevails, it 
is the positive duty of the private cit- 
izen to uphold the law against waste 
and to carry out the full spirit of the 
law in his own household and in his 
own daily routine, : 

In the past it has been the habit of 
many people to complain bitterly 
about lack of regulations in regard 
to waste and to lay responsibility 
upon the Dominion government, The 
constant remark was “Why does not 
the government do something?” The 
cold storage in some far off city like 
Winnipeg would develop some im- 
perfection and some thousands of 
pounds of food would be _ spoiled 
then immediately would arise the 
question, “Why doesn’t the govern- 
ment do something?” The fact that 
local initiative might “do something 
was slow to occur to many good 
people. The new. order against 
waste mekes it ‘abundantly clear that 
the govermnent has “done some- 
thing.” It has, in fact, done all it 
could without creating special and 
expensive machinery to do more. It 
has followed the principle of local 
entorcem2ut and the decentraliza- 
tion of auchority. It has provided 
sti fines tor those who break the 
law against waste of food and it has 
| provided that prosecutions be under- 
taken by local officers. Thus, if the 
municipal health inspector or any 
municipal officer discovers waste 1n 
a local cold storage warchouse, he 
lays the charge betore a police mag- 
istrate or two justices of the peace 
jand, securing a conviction, secures 
one-half the fine for his municipal- 
ity. Similarly in the case of a pro- 
|The penalties are fairly stiff ones. 
The fines being limited to amounts 
between $100 and $1,000 with the al- 
ternative of in.nrisonment up to 
three months. If circumstances war- 
rant it, and wastefulness by neglect 
be flagrant, both fine and imprison- 
ment may be imposed. 

Further, if local authorities learn 
that food is being held when it 
should be sold for fear of spoiling, 
they have only to notify the Canada 
food board. The board is in_ its 
turn authorized to notify’ the offend- 
er that the goods must be immedi- 


lence, the board itself may step in and 
}scize the goods and sell them, : 
Most people in this country realize 
that there is a great war waging and 
that people on whom the world de- 
pends are in danger of starvation.

|ments during the retreat. From a 
sergeant he was promoted to a com- 
|missioned rank as an observer and 
}quickly won fame for his handling 
}of a machine gun in aerial fightir.. 
|Since he has had more than’ one 
hundred flights without ever having 
| sustained a wound, 


| Fifty-four Germans airplanes have 
| been accounted for by Capt. McCud- 
| den, Of these forty-two have been 
| destroyed, nineteen of them on the 
British side of the lines. On two 
| occasions the British star has totally 
| destroyed four two-seater enemy air- 
planes on the same day, and on the 
last occasion all four machines were 
destroyed in the space of one hour 
land thirty minutes. With his squad- 
ron he has participated in  seventy- 
cight offensive patrols, and on at 
least thirty other occasions he _ has 
|crossed the enemy lines alone, cither 
in pursuit of or in quest of enemy 
airplanes.

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SOME INSIDE HISTORY REGARDIN 
_ THE WAR SCHEMES OF GERMANY 


BEHOLD THE KAISER AS A DISAPPOINTED PACIFIST 


Direct and Conclusive Evidence is Furnished by Residents of 


Enemy Country Showing How the Kaiser Insisted on 
Precipitating the World War 


Kaiser Wilhelm's sorrowful ejacu- 
lation as he surveyed the scenes of 
destruction near Cambrai recalls his 


quent saying after the battle of 
\a¢ Marne: “I did not will this war.” 
Now he exclaims: “\What have I not 


done to preserve the world from 
these horrors!" Ssuc'.nis of the kai- 
ser’s psychology will not fail to note 
that he takes up the role of peace- 
loving and = melancholy philosopher 
when things are not going well for 
the German arms. A month ago he 
was sounding a jubilant note. He 
stood then at one of “the great mo- 
ments in history,” when the German 
sword was about to hew all his ene- 
mics in pieces. But these deep moral 
contradictions are of less interest 
than the question of fact which the 
kaiser raises. We know a great deal 
more now than we did in July, 1914, 
about what he did and failed to do 
to prevent the world war. 

On the heels of Prince Lichnow- 
sky's revelations, there came a state- 
ment by another prominent German 
which threw a lurid light on the kai- 
ser’s professions. This man is Dr. W. 
Muhlon, a director of Krupp’s at the 
outbreak of the war. For  reasona 
that will seem obvious after his pub- 
lic assertions, he -is now living in 
Switzerland. His disclosures give us 
another first-hand witness to the 
truth that the German government, 
far from seckin~ to avert the war, 
welcomed and promoted it, and that 
the kaiser was not over-ridden by the 
military clique, but was himself 
eager for the trial of strength. If 
there was to be a war, the Krupps 
were bound to he told of it in ad- 
vance. In the middle of July, 1914, 
Director Muhlon met Helfferich in 


Berlin. The latter told him that the 
Austrians had been .consulting the 
kaiser. They were going to send an 


ultimatum to Serbia, the terms of 
which they submitted to the kaiser 
and which he emphatically approved. 
He also assured them that he would 
mobilize if Russia did, and that this 
would mean instant war, Dr, Muhlon 
asked if it would mean a world war, 
and Hefferich replied that he feared} 
so, but that possibly the conflict | 
might be localized. 

Director Muhlon went back to Es- 
sen and at once told what he had 
heard to Herr Krupp von Bohlen. | 
But that officer of the great war plant | 
already knew it. He had had it a 
few days before from the kaiser him- 
aclf in strictest secrecy. This time, 
the kaiser had assured Krupp von 
Bohlen, people would see that he Jid 
not retreat. The allusion was piob- 
ably to the Morocco affair, when 
Germany threatened to fight but fin- 
ally backed down. Herr Krupp von 
Bohlen, according to Dr. Muhlon, | 
was very emphatic upon the kaiser’s 
determination to have a war over 
Serbia. “The kaiser’s repeated in- 
sistence that this time nobody would 
be able to accuse him of indecision 
had been almost comic.” 


So Dr. Muhlon, quoting his_ col- 
league, Krupp von Bohlen, Is he 
telling the truth? The matter was 


brought up in the reichstag. But the 
government spokesman, Vice-Chan- 
cellor yon Payer, contented himself 
with stating that “the two highly} 
laced gentlemen” adduced by_ Dr.| 
{uhlon—mean Helfferich and Krupp 
von Bohlen—had written that he was |

And shortly afterwards 
a correspondent of the Paris Human- 
ite interviewed Dr. Muhlon in Swit- 
erland. Instead of a nervous wreck, 
he found him a man of “balanced 
brain” and “sound judgment.” More- 
over, Dr. Muhlon gave to the corres- 
pondent a copy of a Ietter which he 
had sent to the German chancellor, 
Bethmann-Hollweg, on May 7, 1917. 
In it he spoke of the “grievous sins” 
mitted by Germany in the war, 
wro 2 as follows regarding her 


nce the first days of 1917 I have 


abandoned all hope as regards the 
present leaders of Germany. The of- 
fer of peace with no indication of 


our war aims, the unrestricted subma- 
rine war, the deportations from Bel- 
gium, the system.tic destruction in 
France, the torpedoing of English 
hospital ships, have so discredited 
the imperial government that I am 
convinced that they are forever dis- 
qualified from elaborating and con- 
cluding a just and sincere entente. 
They may modify themselves — per- 
sonally, but they cannot remain the 
representatives of the German cause.” 

This testimony from within is, of 
course, exceptional. Standing by it- 
self, it could not be accepted as con- 
clusive proof. But it falls in with 
a thousand other things which have 
been coming to light. It is confirmed 
by the unquestioned evidence of 
Prince Lichnowsky. It goes well with 
the statement of the forcign minis- 
ter, von Jagow, that he did not at the 
time know of the ultimatum to Ser- 
bia. Apparently, it was carefully 
kept from him so that Germany 
could say that she was officially un- 
aware of it. But the kaiser knew of 
it; and von Jagow found, when 
was finally called in, that “the kaiser 
had so committed himself that it was 
too late, and there was nothing more 
to be done.” 

Nobody can anticipate the full and 
final verdict of history on the trans- 
actions which brought on the war. 
3ut we have already scen disappear 
even in Germany the pretence that 
slre was the intended victim of an ag- 
gressive attack, With it is vanishing 
the legend that the kaiser honestly 
sought to prevent the war. 1 
other German secret, now detected, 
that France was to be called upon to 
surrender Toul and Verdun—a de- 
mand which could have been made 
only in accordance with a plan long 
previously decided upon—argues a 
distict purpose to ‘bring on a war 
at all hazards. And with these facts 
now common knowledge, the kaiser’s 
posing as a disappointed pacifist, will 
simply make the world wonder if he 
believes that crime can be expiated 
by hyprocrisy—From the New York 
Evening Post.

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Must Only Send Articles 
By Written Request 


Postal Regulations as to Parcels for 
Members of U. 8. Expedi- 
tionary Force 


The Dominion postal auihorities 
have sent the following circular to 
all postmasters in Canada: 

“Postmasters are hereby informed 
that parcels for members and _in- 
dividuals connected with the United 
States expeditionary forces in Eur- 
ope must not be despatched unless 
they contain such articles only as are 
being sent at the written request of 
the addressee, approved by his regi- 
mental or higher commander of an 
executive officer of the organization 
with which he is connected. 

“Postmasters must secure the as- 
surance of the sender, in cach case, 
that all the articles contained in the 
parcel are sent at the addressce’s ap- 
proved written request, and that such 
request is enclosed in the parcel by 
requiring the sender to place on the 
wrapper of the parcel under his name 
Jand address, the following endorse- 
ment: “That this parcel contains only 
articles sent at approved request of 
addressee, which is enclosed.” 

“The approved written request 
must be enclosed in the parcel. 

“Parcels whether sealed or unseal- 
ed containing articles not being sent 
in accordance with approved written 
request must not be accepted for 
mailing. Such articles when offered 
for mailing must be 
sender. 

“These instructions are issued on 
account of an order from the United 
States war department. 

“The Canadian post office depart- 
ment is informed that this action is 
prompted by military necessity, and 
postmasters are hereby Instructed to 
enforce rigidly the instructions given 
above.”

Ree- 
jords for the purpose are being taken 
|by officers of the Dominion lxperi- 
mental Farms. 


As observations on the effects of 
jthe weather upon agricultural crops 
necessarily form an important part 


of the general remarks made by crop 
correspondents in their monthly re- 
ports to the census and statistics of- 
fice, it is considered advisable that 
these should in future be, as far as 
possible, systematized and correlated 
| with the work of the Dominion Met- 
corological office and of the Domin- 
jion Experimental arms. 

Accordingly, as the results of com- 


munications between the census and 
statistics office and Sir Frederick 
Stupart, director of the Dominion 


Meteorological Service, arrangements 
have been made by which, during the

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“Support and 
_ Substitution” 
The Great Work for This Time Until 
the War Ends 


“Support and substitution” is a 
phrase that is being heard more and 
more, these days, on this side of the 
Atlantic. For more than a year its 
meaning has been realized in both 
England and France, and — every 
month finds those. nations coming 
nearer and nearer to a practical re- 
alization and cheerful acceptance of 
the dutics involved in that meaning. 

At the very basis of this new war 
Slogan lies the conviction that our 
men in the trenches must be sup- 
ported by a constant and dependable 
stream of reinforcements. Men must 
be released from civilian life, Fur- 
thermore, our boys must be support- 
ed by a practically unlimited supply 
of ammunition which is up to stand- 
ard in every particular. 

The third item of support is food. 
This, too, must be of the best and 
unstinted. There must never be an 
anxious moment “over there”  be- 
cause of a possible shortage of food. 
If there is to be a shortage of food 
it must exist here in Canada, first. 
An unfailing supply of men, ammu- 
nitions and food constitutes the 
whole matter of support. From the 
very beginning of the war our men 
have been pleading for the first two 
things. They must plead no longer 
and, under no circumstances, must 
they be forced to call our attention 
to the matter of food supply. 

Support can be given only by sub- 
stitution of labor. In cach case the 
logical solution lics with the wo- 
men of cach nation, Already Eng- 
lish and French women have done 
nobly. Canadian women are more 
than willing to do their share in this 
work which is, by far, the most int 
portant of any war work yet under- 
taken by women. Is it too much to 
say it is the most important yet und- 
ertaken by cither men or women? 

Canadian women have already done 
much in munitions, Last summer 
found the pioneers in this substitu- 
tion movement doing work on fruit 
farms and dairying. Gardening was 
also carried on successfully, The 
winter months have been devoted to 
preparation for a more vigorous sub- 
Stitution on the land. Practical far- 
ming has been studied, demonstra- 
tions attended, courses taken in poul- 
try-raisine, gardening and dairying. 
Like their English sisters, Canadian 
women are training so that when the 
first call comes they can present 
themselves thoroughly equipped as 
to training. 

It is interesting to note that in 
practically every instance the world 
over, where women havé substituted 
on the land they have been accepted 
grudingly by the farmer adhd parted 
with regretfully. In each case he has 
felt that he had drawn a lucky num- 
ber in the war-time lottery and made 
special request to the committee that 
the saine unusually efficient and val- 
ued workers be returtied for the next 
season. In almost every instance it 
was the glowing patriotism of the 
girls that made their work excellent 
and praiseworthy. . 

The'verdict of the farmers them- 
selves at the end of their first sea- 
son with “farmerettcs” is that they 
are far superior to the typical “hired 
man” who is, too often, content to 


i When Carey Stopped the Gap The Dover Straits 


The Good Work of the Men Past 
the Fighting Age 


The more we hear about Brig.- 
Gen. Sandeman Carey and the 
seratch force which he picked up 
from nowhere to stop the .German 
host, the more certain it appears that 
that this is one of those occurrances 
which happen onee or twice in cach 
great war and keep poets and paint- 
ers and orators busy for a good 
many years afterward. There was 
nothing between the Germans and 
Amiens except Carey, at that point, 
and he had to improvise something 
more. By telephone, by messenger, 
by flag signals, he got hold of every- 
body around; labor battalions, 
“sturdy middle-aged men,”  electri- 
cians and signallers, members of “an 
infantry training school near by,” 
machine gunners hurriedly armied 
with rifles, engineers, and “fifty cav- 
alrymen to do a little scouting.” With 
this force Carey stopped the gap in 
the British line for nearly six days. 
He improvised a staff as he went on, 
“officers learning the ground by hav- 
ing to defend it and every man from 
enlisted man to brigadier jumping at 
each job as it came along.” 

There is something of peculiar in- 
terest to Americans in this. Early in 
the fight there were references in the 
British reports to “Americans fight- 
ing shoulder to shoulder with the 
French and British.” No American 
force was identified as in the fight, 
and not until several days after did 
Pershing begin to, send reinforce- 
ments to the allies. The Americans 


referred to so mysteriously were 
part of that strangely mixed force 
that Carey drummed up from the 


void. They were engineers, who at 
Carey's call picked Tip rifles and mer- 
ged themselves in his motley corps 
without orders from anybody. Tt was 
the same thing that happened at 
Cambrai. They were not many, but 
in view of the unmistakable fact that 
history will never tell the story of 
the battle of Picardy without telling 
the story of the place where Carey 
fought, it is mighty comforting to 
know that the Yankees were there. 
It is perhaps only luck, but at Cam- 
brai and on the Luce the engineers 
have won from the marines the right 
to the motto, “First to fight.”

At the beginning of last century 
when the name of Napoleon was on 
the lips of nurses to frighten naughty 
children, Nelson was given com- 
mand of the “Squadron on a Partic- 
wlar Service,” which was the way in 
which the admiralty concealed — the 
fact that this officer was _ charged 
with the defence of England against 
invasion, his station the Downs. Na- 
polcon’s preparations were the ter- 
ror of England. 

In these days there is a tendency 
to underestimate the importance of 
this station, and to ignore the diffi- 
culties with which the Dover Patrol 
has to contend, In the last century 
we never obtained absolute com- 
mand of the Channel; swift enemy 
ships were always active, in spite of 
the measures which our seamen con- 
certed with fine resource and cour- 
age. The steam engine had not 
inade its appearance to assist an cn- 
emy's raiding policy; Fulton’s dream 
of the submarine was nothing more 
than a dream; the mine, as we know 
it today, had not been developed as 
a constant menace to the forces 
charged with keeping open the sca 
communications of an island power; 
there were no aircraft to enable the 
enemy to oversee our operations. 


Every condition has since chang- 
ed, except one. The enemy docs not 
possess the French coast; but le 


has well-defended Belgian poris as 
bases of operations. And for ihe 
rest, consider the position, On the 
one hand, the Germans are able to 
use destroyers with a speed of over 
thirty knots; automobile motor- 
boats with high-explosive charges, 
operated from the shore; well-arm- 
ed submarines; and othe? subma- 
rines, carrying mines, which move 
stealthily below the surface and 
drop their devil’s eggs in the path- 
ways of British men-of-war and 
merchant ships. Before the Gcr- 
mans had established themselves on 
the Belgian coast this country had 
given hostages to fortune by des: 
patching troops to France, Thou- 
sands of officers and men pass to and 
fro, and vast quantities of supplies 
are sent from this country every 
twenty-four hours. In addition 
the Dover Patrol has to shepherd a 
great volume of merchant shipping 
passing up and down the Channel. 
We offer to the enemy large and 
varied targets; and he has the ad- 
vantage of initiative, speed, and 
above all, darkness in carrying out 
raids. It is never known when de- 
stroyers or submarines will be sent 
forth, nor what their exact objec- 
tives will be; and all the time the 
Dover Patrol has to be at sea fight- 
ing the clements and protecting the 
barrage which, as the Germans 
know, reinforces the activities of our 
small craft,

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Buffalo Show Big Increase 


Everything in Flourishing Condition 
At Wainwright National Park 


Everything at the Buffalo park is 
in a flourishing condition, according 
to Snperintendent A. G. Smith, 
whose latest report concerning the 
operations on the big reserve gives 
evidence that the year just brought 
to a close has been the most suecess- 
ful yet. 

Improvements have been made 
along many miles, while che animals 
in the .park have given good in- 
creases. The*buffalo have done ex- 
ceedingly well, showing an increase 
of 537 over the number of last year, 
and a decrease of 14. Of this num- 
ber nine died, four’ were shot, and 
one was shipped to Brandon. The 
elk have also dong well, increasing 
their number by ip and there has 
been no decrease. The deer ‘and 
moose have also given an increase. 

The number of wild animals now 
in the park is as follows: Buffalo, 
2,920; elk, 84; deer, 397; moose, 18; 
antelope, 3; cattalo, 19; making a to- 
tal of 3,441 animals. 

The report also shows for farming 
operations that 8,000 bushels of oats 
were threshed, Of this amount 2,100 
bushels were shipped to other 
parks; 1,200 tons of hay were also 
cut and stacked; and permits cover- 
ing the cutting of 671 tons of hay 
on the Buffalo Park reserve were 
granted to settlers during the year. 

It was also a banner year for visi- 
tors, due no doubt to the fact that 
motor cars were allowed in the park. 
At the entrance gate at Wainwright 
the records show 4,238 visitors dur- 
ing the year. People from every 
province in Canada, also from New- 
foundland and from 19 of the United 
States, have visited this park during 
the last year, The records kept at 
the farm and the Hardisty gate also 
show a great increase in visitors, 
bringing the total visitors to the park 
during the last ycar to nearly 5,000. 

A great deal of time was also spent 
on beautifying Wainwright’s summer. 
resort, Mott Lake. Miles of new 
fence was built and 1,000 cords of 
dry wood were removed from the re- 
serve.

Alberta’s Agricultural 


Development | 


Could Feed the World and Still 
Have Plenty to Spare 


Provincial government figures on 
the agricultural wealth of Alberta 
show a phenomenal growth within 
the past few years and disclose a 
record that one would be inclined to 
doubt if not for the 
possibilities of this vast common- 
wealth, For instance, it is almost 
beyond belicf that our production of 
grain has jumped from 19,333,206 
bushels from 591,614 acres twelve 
years ago, to 151,573,496 bushels 
from 6,127,129 in 1917, yet it is an 
actual achievement. When one takes 
the cash value of these commodities 
into consideration, the development 
is still more amazing. Our agricul- 
tural products, including grain, fod- 
der and root crops, wool, live stock,

|A Suitable and Remunerative Meth- 
od of Marketing Cream 


At sane time or other during their 
career, most dairy farmers have ex- 
perienced difficulty in marketing their 
produce satisfactorily. The trouble 
may have been because of a poor de- 
mand for the product, or the quality 
may have been below the standard. 

The dairy produce from the Ex- 
perimental Farm, Agassiz, B.C., has 
jbeen sold in a number of different 
| ways, one of the most satisfactory of 
which is in the form of cream cheese. 
The cream cheese appears to be the 
most popular soft cheese. It is casily 
made on the farm and requires very 
little special apparatus, ‘the labor 
and cost of making and packing are 
small, so that the manufacture is 
well suited for any producer within 
a reasonable distance from a mar- 
|ket. It is a suitable and remunera- 
jtive method of marketing cream. 
During cool weather we have been 
able to keep ihis cheese for a week 
or ten days without any appreciable 
deterioration in flavor, but as evap- 
oration is going on continually, the 
cheese, unless originally made over- 
weight, will not be up to the stand- 


ard weight at the end of this time. 
It is therefore advisable to place i< 
on the market as soon as possible 


after completion, 


The market as yct is limited, but 
the demand appears to be increasing. 
We have sold during the past twelve 
months 5,420 of these cheeses in the 
city of Vancouver. The wholesale 
|price obtained is 15c each, whict 
amounts to $813 for the product dur- 
ing the past year, Each cheese 
| weighs six ounces and approximately 
ten dozen are now being manufac- 
tured weekly from 170 pounds ot 
}twelve per cent. cream. This brings 
a return of ninety cents per pound 
|butterfat for the cream, with the 
| whey retained for feeding purposes. 

The shape of the cheese is cylin- 
drical, from one to one and a halt 
linches deep and three inclies in dia- 
{meter. When moulding, the cheese 
lis pressed into a cheesecloth cover 
jand when ready for shipment is in- 
}eased in a neat cardboard carton, It 
lis a cheap cheese and a convenient 
size for table use. Picnicers have 
found it a_ suitable substitute for 
meat as a filling for sandwiches, It 
is also found to be very delicious and 
palatable when served with lettuce, 
celery, or any of the various kinds 
of vegetable salad. 

The method of manufacture is con- 
cisely described in Exhibition  Cir- 
cular No. 23, which may be obtained 
for the asking from any of the Ex- 
perimental Farms, — Experimental 
Farms Note.

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Making Cream Cheese . 


A Suitable and Remunerative Meth- 
od of Marketing Cream 


At some time or other during their 
career, most dairy farmers have ex- 
perienced difficulty in marketing their 
produce satisfactorily. The trouble 
may have been because of a poor de- 
mand for the product, or the quality 
may have been -below the standard. 

The dairy produce from the Ex- 
perimental Farm, Agassiz, B.C., has 
been sold in a number of different 
ways, one of the most satisfactory of 
which is in the form of cream cheese. 
The cream cheese appears to be the 
most popular soft cheese. It is casily 
made on the farm and requires very 
little special apparatus, ‘Lhe labor 
jand cost of making and packing are 


}small, so that the manufacture is 
well suited for any producer within 


a reasonable distance from a mar- 
ket. It is a suitable and) remunera- 
tive method of marketing cream. 
| During cool weather we have been 


able to keep inis cheese for a week 
or ten days without any appreciable 
deterioration in flavor, but as evap- 
|oration is going on continually, the 
cheese, unless originally made over- 
weight, will not be up to the stand- 
ard weight at the end of this time. 
It is therefore advisable to place ix 
on the market as coon as possible 
aiter completion. 

The market as yet is limited, but 
the demand appears to be increasing. 
We have sold during the past twelve 
months 5,420 of these cheeses in the 
city of Vancouver. The wholesale 
|price obtained is 15c¢ cach, which 
amounts to $813 for the product dur- 
ling the past year. Each cheese 
weighs six ounces and approximately 
ten dozen are now being manufac- 
tured weekly from 170 pounds of 
twelve per cent. cream.

is also found to fe very delicious and 
palatable when served with lettuce, 
jcclery, or any of the various, kinds 
of vegetable salad.

Canada’s butter exports have been 
downward grade for a num- 


net exports amounted to 33,888,074 
ounds in 1916 they had dropped to 
993,100 pounds. 

On the other hand, Britain’s nor- 
mal imports of butter amount to 
to 452,795,264‘pounds and her short- 
age due to the war is 209,148,784 
pounds, 

As much butter as possible should 
be made on the farms of Canada. 
Every pound that the farmer’s wife 
can make will find a ready market 
and if the output were increased a 
hundredfold it would still be sold. 

Butter-making now should be one 
of the most profitable sources of in- 
come on the farm and it is one in 
which the farmer’s wife is particu- 
larly interested, A considerable por- 
tion of the butter made in Canada 
is churned right on the farms. The 
trouble is that in many cases there 
is a lack of proper equipment with 
the result that the butter does not 
come up to the standard of cream- 
cry butter and therefore does not 
fetch as good a price. The cream- 
ery butter-maker is supplied with a 
full outfit of utensils and apparatus 
which enable him to recover the 
maximum quantity of butter from 
the cream. On the other hand, the 
farmer's wife is frequently handi- 
capped for lack of equipment. 

With the great demand for butter 
that now prevails it would be a pro- 
fitable investment on the part of the 
farmer and his wife to get the most 
up-to-date and scientific equipment 
for their butter-making. As time 
goes on the market will widen for 
the milch cows of Europe are be- 
coming scarcer all the time and 
much dependence will be placed on 
the North American continent for a 
supply of butter.: In any event, 
whether ¢the butter-making equip- 
ment on the farm is up-to-date or 
old-fashioned, the output should not) 
be allowed to flag. The scarcity of | 
jfats is among the most serious © 
food. problems in Europe.

Germany Would Try to Change In- 
ternational Status of the | 
Baltic 


If the German coast line is pushed 
northward to the Gulf of Riga or be- 
jyond, the international status in the 
| Baltic is bound to be greatly affect- 
‘ed, but whether Germany wou!d 
close “the Northern Dardanelles” is 
doubtful enough. She would have to 
make an agreement for this purpose 
with the three Scandinavian coun- 
tries or forcibly annex territories at 
the Baltic entrance. Even so, an 
outlet might still be left by way of 
Archangel and Alexandrovsk. Also, 
a certain amount of traffic in non- 
bulky, goods which could afford a 
high freight rate might be continued 
by way of Sweden and Norway by 
rail round the north of the Gulf of 
Bothnia. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that if German, could succeed 
in making the Baltic a mere clau- 
| sum, a shrewd blow might be dealt 
at the most ancient of our English 
trades. The allies, however, have a 
yery strong economic position as 
against Germany, and should be able 
effectually to counter check and such 
designs as these. Certainly Swe- 
den may be expected to say a word, 
perhaps a strong word, about this 
conversion of the Baltic into a Ger- 
man lake.—Westminister Gazette,
